Trieste, Italy, Aug. 7.—All the re­ 
sources of the Italian 
navy 
were 
brought into play today in an a t­ 
tem pt to save the lives of the men 
trapped at the bottom of the sea in 
the Italian submarine F-14. 
The submarine sank after collid­ 
ing with the destroyer Giuseppe Mis- 
sori seven miles west of the island 
of Brioni. 
The subm arine had been engaged 
in attacking m aneuvers 
with 
the 
Italian fleet. 
It rose to the surface 
unexpectedly, directly under the bow 
of the destroyer. 
A seaplane which went up im med­ 
iately after the crash, reported th at 
the craft was plainly visible at the 
bottom only a short distance away 
from the battleship Brindisi. 
Admiral Foschini, aboard the B rin­ 
disi, is directing the rescue opera­ 
tions. 
It is leafed th a t the effecting 
of a rescue will be extremely difficult 
but the signals from 
the 
ill-fated 
craft showing th a t some, at least, are 
alive, hope th a t the trapped men 
may be saved. 
The P-14 is one of ten of its class 
built at Leghorn in 1916 and 1917. 
It was engaged In coastal defense. 
Its displacement is 260 tons at the 
surface 
and 318 
when 
submerged 
It is about 150 feet in length. 
The sinking of the F-14 is similar 
in m any respects to the sinking erf 
the American subm arine 8-4 on Dec. 
4, 1927, off Provincetown, Mass. 
The last serious disaster to Italian 
underseas craft occurred in August. 
1925, when the submerine Sebasti&no 
Venlero with 50 men aboard disap­ 
peared during naval m aneuvers off 
Sicily and was never found.

CINCE July l immigrants entering the United States have been 
O 
irjvcn a card of identification. 
These cards are evidence of 
the alien’s, legal admission and are to be used when seeking per­ 
mits to leave or re-enter the country and when applying or na 


uralization. 
There has been some opposition to the adoption of t is car 
system because of its similarity to European police registration 
systems. 
To a certain extent it is open to that objection— if ob­ 


jection it can be called. 
It is obvious that for bona-fide immigrants such a system holds 
no great terrors, although it may be distasteful to a freedom-loving 
man 
But for those who are here illegally, or who hope to en­ 
ter in violation of the immigration laws, this new regulation will 
be disadvantageous. 
It is no secret that the government hopes in 
this wav to check the smuggling of aliens. 
Since the new ruling is not retroactive, it means there will he 
at least four classes of immigrants: those who entered lawfully 
before the immigration restriction laws went into effect; those 
who entered lawfully since the quota system has been applied; 
those who enter lawfully after installation of the card system, and 
those who are smuggled in while the card rule is in force. 
As only 
the third group will have identification cards, it remains to be seen 
to what extent this will confuse, rather than facilitate the work 
of apprehending bootlegged aliens. 
The principal thing at present is to stop the illegal flow, and, 
within reasonable limits, that which accomplishes this purpose 
should not be intolerable to the new immigrant legally here.

EVERAL years ago the British Empire had a monopoly on the 
production of crude rubber and took advantage of it to force 
jp the price. 
As American industries consume most of the crude 
Tibber produced and the people of the United States use more tires 
md other rubber goods than the rest of the world combined the 
monopoly price was chiefly a tax on the American people. 
'¡ he artificial prices created under the British monopoly have 
iefeated their own purpose. 
For a time they brought large profits 
[o British rubber tree planters and their government. 
But, while 
[hose profits were pouring in, American manufacturers of rubber 
foods, under the whip of the high cost of crude rubber, were ac­ 
quiring and developing rubber plantations. 
Ihe British monopoly 
tias been broken and the time may come when the United States 


rill fix rubber prices. 
Most of the rubber plantations are in the Orient, but one 
American automobile manufacturer is establishing a vast planta­ 
tion in Brazil. 
He has contracted with the government of Brazil 
for the use of 5,000,000 acres of land for rubber tree growing.

Under the commission’s latest de­ 
cision, backed by a special decision 
requested from Jam es W. Shull, one 
of the deputy attorney generals, the 
num ber of doe which may be shot in 
each county next December will be 
eight tim es th a t of the buck reported 
killed last season. County treasurers 
will be furnished with only the fixed 
number of plates. 
H unters who obtained licenses with 
the belief th at the tag would entitle 
them to kill a doe as determ ined by 
a previous ruling of the commission 
will be refunded the $2.00 they have 
paid. 
If they still have a desire to 
shoot a doe, the county treasurer will 
Issue them a regular hunting license 
for $2.00 and. if there are any avail­ 
able, a special doe license which will 
cost another $2.00. 
Land owners who wish to hunt on 
their own ground during the special 
season may obtain doe licenses free 
of cost from county game protectors. 
Ready Next Month

A tongue of steel set In a solid base 
may be made to vibrate. 
Suppose 
we take this instrum ent and shut 
ourselves in a room where light and 
sound are excluded. 
Placing it upon 
a table—say in the center 
of 
the 
room, we go off to one side and sit 
down. 
Now, 
suppose 
an 
unseen 
hand 
should start the tongue to vibrating, 
slowly at first but gradually increas­ 
ing in speed. 
At first 
we 
would 
hear and see nothing, but when the 
tongue has attained a speed of 15 
vibrations per second we would hear 
a low, faint, buzzing sound, gradually 
rising through all of the chrom atic 
tones, octave after octave until 
the 
vibfations reach 
3.500 
per 
second 
which is about the highest tone on a 
piano and the highest pitch an or­ 
dinary hum an ear can distinguish, al­ 
though there are persons who can­ 
not hear the higher tones of a piano. 
But the steel tongue, after having 
produced all of the tones th a t the ear 
is able to distinguish, keeps on vi­ 
brating faster and faster and for a 
tim e we hear and see nothing. 
But, 
keeping our eyes fixed in the direc­ 
tion of the instrum ent, we finally see 
a faint, dull red glow of light which 
grows brighter and brighter as the 
vibrations increases, passing from dull 
red to bright red, then white and 
on up through all colors disappearing 
in the violet rays where the hum an 
eye refuses to follow. 
Thus it will be seen th a t sound and 
color are one and the sam** thing, 
depending upon the rapidly of the vi­ 
brations. 
Incidentally it will be ob­ 
served th a t between the highest vi­ 
bration th a t can be heard and the 
lowest that can be seen there is £ 
vast 
space 
practically 
unknown 
w herin scientists are delving for new 
discoveries 
with

television will eventually be perfect­ 
ed. 
But we may look for other dis­ 
coveries equally as astonishing. 
This brings us to the point we wish 
to make, namely, th a t sound is all 
in the ear and color is all in the eye. 
The tone of the piano, the report of 
a gun or a peal of thunder all pro­ 
duce vibrations, but if the ear drum s 
do not respond to those 
vibrations 
there is no sound. 
In the same way 
color is all in the eye. 
The rays of 
light produce vibrations to which the 
retina of the eye responds. 
If an object absorbs none of the 
rays of light it produces no vibrations 
arid appears to our eyes as black. If 
it absorbs all of the rays of light it 
appears white. 
We say th a t a cer­ 
tain leaf of foliage is green and an ­ 


other reel. 
But the fact is there is 
no color in the leaf. The one absorbs 
more of the rays of light th an the 
other hence it appears red while the 
other appears green. 
If the retina 
of the eye fails to respond properly 
to the vibrations th a t person is either 
color blind or has persistent vision. 
There are two kinds of color blind­ 
ness. 
In one case the person can never 
distinguish between colors, but in the 
other case it is different. 
For ex­ 
ample if you were to place a green 
light before a person afflicted with j 
persistent vision and ask him to nam e 
the color he would tell you it is green, j 
but if you were to remove the green 
light suddenly and place a red one 
before him he would pronounce it 
green also. 
Then, take away both 
lights and replace the red one and 
he will tell you It 
is 
red. 
But 
change the light quickly’ and he will 
see it as red. 
O ften times pupils in our public j 
schools who fail to make progress 
and are considered dull or brainless j 
are troubled with persistent vision. I 
once entered a third grade school- j 
room and, while ta lk in g " with the 
teacher she quietly inform ed me th a t 
she had lost patience w ith a certain 
little girl in the class who was so dull 


she could not learn to read. 
“Some­ 
times, 
said she, “she gets a word 
right, but the next time she get it 
all wrong.” 
I 
went 
to the blackboard 
and 
placed thereon the letter C. 
Then 
turning to the little girl I asked her 
to nam e the letter. 
She promptly 
said “C”. I then placed the letter O 
besides it and she told me it was C 
also. 
Erasing both letters I placed 
O on the board. 
She promptly re­ 
plied “O”. 
I placed C besides it 
and she Just as promptly called it 
O. 
I suggested to the teacher th at 
she have the child’s parents take the 
little girl to an occulist. 
W hat is 
true of persistent vision is also true 
in hearing. 
There are persons who 
cannot distinguish between tones be­ 
cause o f the persiniency of vibrations. 
To such persons music is anything 
but pleasing. 
G eneral G rant could 
not distinguish between tones. 
He 
once rem arked th a t he only knew’ 
two tones. 
“One” said he “is Yanky 
doodle and the other—isn't.” 
And 
he added th a t he never could be sure 
which tune the band was playing.

PITTSBU RG H , Aug. 7 —The effect 
on the Pittsburgh district of the pro­ 
posed readjustm ent of freight rates 
on iron and steel, now before the in­ 
terstate 
commerce 
commission 
for 
approval was still somewhat hazy to ­ 
day as the 
tariff 
division of the 
Cham ber of Commerce here contin­ 
ued to study the report which was 
subm itted in W ashington by Exam ­ 
iners Howard C. Paul and C. M. 
Bardwell. 
I t was generally believed, however, 
as it was when the report was first 
subm itted last week, th a t the P itts­ 
burgh district will benefit im m ea­ 
surably from the readjustm ent should 
th e Interstate commerce commission 
place its stam p of approval on it. 
In analyzing the report subm itted 


by Exam iners Paul and Bardwell, the 
tariff division of the local Cham ber 
of Commerce discovered th a t largest 
steel consumers are those states th a t 
are the largest steel producers. 
Approximately 90 per cent of the 
United States steel production, it was 
revealed, takes place in th a t terri­ 
tory east of the Mississippi river and 
north of the Ohio river. 
The states 
included in this territory are also the 
largest consumers of 
the product, 
Pennsylvania alone consuming 21.7 
per cent. 
The state of Illinois con­ 
sumes 14.32, while Ohio consumes 9.7, 
New York 5.31 per cent and the New 
England states 3.75 per cent. 
Railroads Lead 
Railroads, it was revealed, consume 
more steel products th an any other 
business, w ith building construction 
ranking second and the automobile 
industry third. 
M embers of the tariff division of 
the C ham ber otf Commerce plan to 
spend about a week in studying the 
report, which consists of d ata g ath ­ 
ered during the last two years.

sects and flies, said Dr. Theodore B. 
Appel, secretary of health. 
“The keenness th a t the mosquitoes 
and other bite-dealing bugs display 
for hum an beings is so well, pain­ 
fully and generally appreciated th a t 
it seems alm ost absurd to m ention it. 
| But in this connection the im par-

monness does not by any m eans re­ 
duce the am ount of dam age th a t u n ­ 
treated stings and insect bites can 
sometimes accomplish if proper pre-

“Perhaps it may seem to be a lot 
of trouble to apply a soothing olnt- 
. m ent to all stings and bites as a 
| m atter of course. 
However, it is the 
j only safe process. Too frequently the 
I m inute wound, of slight consequence 
itself, becomes infected t h r o u g h 
I scratching and m uch dam age re­ 
sults.

“It is impossible to avoid insect 
stings a t this season of the year. But 
their untoward consequences can be 
practically elim inated by the sensi­ 
ble practice of applying a cooling 
salve and attem pting to reduce the 
most natural inclination of alleviat­ 
ing the Itchiness by creating a finger­ 
nail sore. 
If you m ust scratch, then 
cleanse the wound and apply an ap­

germicide.
